WASHINGTON. - Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres arrived in 
Washington yesterday for talks to- 
day at the White House with Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan, amid con- 
tinued assertions by U.S. officials 
that the opening of direct Arab- 
Israeli negotiations before the end of 
this year was stH a “realistic" goal. 

Peres, who landed at nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base before 
driving to the new Sheraton Grand 
Hotel near Capitol Hill, was praised 
by a senior Administration official 
who briefed reporters in advance of 
his arrival. 

The official, who asked not to be 
identified by name, said that 
Washington has been encouraged by 
the positions taken by both Peres 
and Jordan's King Hussein. 

The official conceded that the 
most recent terrorist incidents in the 
Middle East, including the events 
surrounding, the Achille Lauro hi- 
jacking and the Israeli bombing of 
the PLO headquarters in Tunisia, 


have “complicated” th^geSg^pic^ 
cess but have not “destroyetHTT*''' 

The major focus of the discussions 
during the Peres visit, he said, would 
clearly be on the peace process. 

Peres is due to meet today with 
Reagan, Secretary of State George 
Shultz and other Administration 
officials as well as senior members of 
the U.S. Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives. He is to meet tomor- 
row with Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. 

The prime minister has also sche- 
duled numerous meetings with the 
U.S. news media before leaying 
Washington Friday afternoon for 
New York where be will participate 
in the 40th anniversary celebrations- 
of the United Nations next week. 

The U.S. official, at the briefing, 
cautioned against expecting any 
dramatic developments or 
announcements during the Peres 
visit. Still, he noted that the prime 
minis ter will have “solid exchanges” 
in Washington on a whole host of 
issues, but that progress in the peace

Socialist parley blasts Tunis raid 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres left Vienna 
yesterday for talks in Washington 
confident that recent Middle East 
developments have encouraged 
U.S. support for Israel’s tough aDti- 
terrorism stand. 

But Peres was given little comfort 
at a meeting he attended in Vienna 
of the Socialist International, where 
delegates lambasted Israel for its air 
raid on the Tunis headquarters of the 
PLO 'on October 1. 

Delegates said Peres delivered a 
staunch defence of the raid at the 
closed session Tuesday, stressing 
chat any country bad the right to 


defend itself against terrorism. 

Speakers from Labour and Social 
Democratic parties from 10 coun- 
tries, including Austria, West Ger- 
many, Italy and Tunisia condemned 
the raid, “Peres came under heavy 
fire.” one delegate said. 

SI Preadent Willy Brandt of West 
Germany yesterday said the meeting 
approved a statement on the Middle 
East calling for political negotiations 
without preconditions. 

He said: “All parties involved in 
the conflict must take part” in such 
talks that, in the opinion of most 
socialist parties and governments, 
includes the PLO. -

Labour Party Secretary-General Uzi 
Baram yesterday callcdon Industrial 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon to res- 
ign from the government following 
Sharon's Tuesday attack on Prime 
Minister Peres. 

Returning from the Vienna meet- 
ing of the Socialist International 
Baram told reporters: “Sharon has 
to decide on his place, in or out. If 
Sharon hangs on, Peres will remove 
him. That is up to Peres when he 
returns.” 

Baram also appealed to Likud 
leader Yitzhak Shamir to restrain 
Sharon. “Sharon is doing what he 
himself terms ‘sticking a Wife in the 
nation's back.' I call on Shamir to 
condemn Sharon and to come out in 
support of the prime minister, who is 
on a national mission.'’ 

Baram 's outburst followed signifi- 
cantly stepped-up attacks on Peres 
by the Likud, said to be aimed at 
limiting what leeway the prime 
minister may have in his talks with 
President Reagan today. 

Informed Likud sources con- 
finned last night that a three-part 
resolution adopted by the caucus of 
Likud ministers could be seen as a 
signal to the Americans that Peres is 
in effect hobbled by the Likud. "It's 
important that they (the Americans) 


understand that we* will not allow 
him (Peres) to stray from the guide- 
lines of the national unity govern- 
ment." other Likud sources said. _ ^ 

One of the main reasons for the 
Likud’s anxiety appears to be persis- 
tent rumours that Peres met Jordan's 
King Hussein somewhere in Europe 
the weekend before last. Shamir, 
interviewed yesterday on Israel 
Television, refused to comment on 
these rumours. 

' The Likud, led by Shamir, also 
hinted tht Peres is quietly signalling 
the Americans that he does not ob- 
ject to the sale of F-16 warplanes to 
Jordan. Shamir said last night that he 
thought that Peres’s statements 
saying that Hussein was sincere ab- 
out peace were “premature.” (See 
story, p.3) 

The Likud ministers said that it 
was “inconceivable” that Israel 
should not do all it can to stop tine 
sale of arms that might be directed 
against Israel. And Shamir blamed 
Hussein for increased terrorism 
against Israel by allowing the PLO to 
move part of its headquarters to 
Amman. Referring to the Jordanian 
monarch, he added “a partner of the 
PLO cannot be a partner to peace 
talks... there will be no peace (as a 
result of this) but the Jordanians will 
get their arms.” .

ffiF plays recording 
'of Abbas-pirate talks; 
U.S. using evidence

Speaking on Israel Television last 
night. Military Intelligence chief 
Aluf Efaud Barak said that Moham- 
med Abbas, the leader of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Front, had his head- 
quarters in Tunis 100 metres from 
that of PLO leader Yasser Arafat. 
Abbas was not a marginal figure and 
Arafat must have been aware of the 
plan to take over the Achille Lauro 
and attack Israeli civilians in 
Ashdod. 

Abbas, whose nom de guerre is 
Abu-Khaled, was fully involved in 
the hijadtiDg of the Italian cruise 
vessel, said Barak, who played tapes 
of a conversation between Abbas in 
Port Said and the terrorists on the 
Achille Lauro. 

A senior U.S. official said that 
Israel intelligence bad provided the 
Americans with transcripts of inter- 
cepted ship-to- shore conversations 
•between the Achille Lauro and 
Abbas. The transcripts were offered 
as evidence in an American court to 
back the U.S. claim for the extradi- 
tion of Abbas on the grounds that he 
was the master- min d behind the la- 
jack. 

The text of conversations between 
Abu-Khaled (Mohammed Abbas) in 
Port Said and the hijackers aboard 
the Achille Lauro, released by the 
IDF, went as follows:

Barak: Accord with Jordan / 
could spark Syrian violence

Syria might possibly use military 
force to torpedo any political settle- 
ment Israel could reach with Jordan 
and the Palestinians, the head of 
Military Intelligence, Aluf Ehud 
Barak, said on Israel Television last 
night. 

Barak also released tape record- 
ings tying Mohammed Abbas, lead- 
er of the Palestine Liberation Front, 
directly with the takeover of the 
Italian cruise ship Achille Lauro, 
Barak said that Abbas was’ a senior 
member of the PLO executive and 
the intelligence chief gave details of 
how U.S. citizen Leon Klinghoffer 
was murdered by the terrorists who 
took over the ship. 

The Syrian armed forces had 
greatly increased their strength since 
1982 and now numbered half a mil- 
lion men, compared to 350,000 be- 
fore the Lebanon war. The Syrians 
are also due to receive the most 
advanced Soviet warplane - the 
MiG-29, which is equivalent to the 


F-I5 and the F-16 in servii 
IAF. Barak stated. 

Barak said the Syrians are also 
being equipped with powerful naval 
missiles capable of hitting targets off 
Israel. They also possess the latest 
Soviet anti-aircraft missiles. . 

The qualitative gap between Israel 
and Syria was closing, said Barak, 
but the IDF still bad the edge in the 
quality of its personnel and superior 
ability to get the best out of sophisti- 
cated weapons.— . 

War is not about to break out with 
Syria “in the next few weeks,” but a 
possible motive for Damascus to 
embark on a miKtary venture would 
be if a political settlement with Jor- 
dan and the Palestinians were immi- 
nent, be said. 

Isr??I'$ early-warning capability 
vis-a' is the Syrians was better than 
before the Lebanon war. The Syrian 
regime was fully aware that the IDF 
still had the deterrent edge over the 
Syrian army, said Barak. 


Syria wants mini-summit to dear air 


CAIRO (AP). - Syria has called for 
the convention of an Arab mini- 
summit to dear the atmosphere be- 
tween various Arab countries and 
prepare for the regular summit in 
November, state-run AI-. 
Gomhounya said in its early edition 
yesterday. 

In its unattributed front page re- 
port, die paper said Saudi Arabia 
was considering the Syzran proposal , 
which includes inviting Syria, Iraq, 
Jordan, Morocco, Algeria and Tuni- 
sia to convene together in Saudi 


Arabia. 

The paper said the aim of this 
meeting would be to dear the atmos- 
phere between Arab countries in 
preparation for the regular Arab 
summit scheduled for November in 
Saudi Arabia. 

The paper added consultations be- 
tween the concerned countries were 
being kept secret for fear of offend- 
ing other countries in the 22-member 
Organization. 

The last Arab summit was held in 
Morocco in 1982. 



Mubarak rejects demands to break U.S. and Israel ties 


CAIRO, (AP). - President Hosni 
Mubarak yesterday rejected a call to 
break diplomatic relations with the 
U.S. and Israel, as some 1,000 stu- 
dents demonstrated against the U.S. - 
takeover of an Egyptian plane with 
four ship hijackers. 

Witnesses said the students at 
Cairo's Ein Shams University 
shouted slogans calling President 
Reagan “an animal'* during a four- 
hour demonstration that ended with- 
out serious incidents. 

It was the second student protest 
in Cairo in five days over the U.S. 
action last Thursday forcing an 
Egyptian Boeing 737 to Sicily, where 
four Palestinian hijackers of the Ita- 
lian cruise ship Achille Lauro were 
arrested. 

Two left-wing opposition party 


leaders said yesterday they urged 
Mubarak to break off diplomatic 
relations with the U.S. and Israel. 

The call was made by Ibrahim 
Shukry, leader of the Socialist 
Labour Party, and Khaled Mohied- 
din, leader of the pro-Soviet Nation- 
al Progressive Unionist Party. 

The two men and leaders of three 
other opposition parties had a two- 
hour meeting with Mubarak on the 
crisis arising from- last week's in- 
terception by U.S. warplanes of the 
Egyption plane. 

Other participants in the meeting 
were Wahid Ra'afat, deputy chair- 
man of the New Wafd Party, Musta- 
fa Kamel Murad, leader of the 
Libera] Party, and Ahmed El- 
Sabahy, leader of the Umma Party, 
all right-of-centre groups. 


Government sources said that 
Mubarak turned down their sugges- 
tion . 

According to the sources, Mubar- 
ak is not planning to lodge a com- 
plaint with the UN Security Council 
over last week’s interception. 

The sources said Mubarak was 
infuriated by the U.S. action and the 
October 1 Israeli air attack on the 
Tunis headquarters of the PLO but 
planned no “drastic measures'’ in 
response. 

Yesterday's student demonstra- 
tion occurred in the Abbassiya dis- 
trict, one of Cairo’s busiest areas, 
and witnesses said police sealed off 
all sheets around Ein Shams Uni- 
versity to prevent trouble. 

■ The students surged out of campus 
and stood on a main street shouting 


and waving banners with anti- 
American and anti-Israel slogans. 

“Reagan, animal, the Egyptian 
people are not cowards,” they 
chanted. 

Other slogans said, “Zionists are 
the enemy of God,” and “Egypt is an 
Arab country, not an American pro- 
tectorate." 

The pilot of the Egyptian plane 
said yesterday that U.S. jet fighters 
threatened to shoot it down if it did 
not obey orders. 

Egypt Air captain Ahmed 
Moneeb told reporters that the lead- 
er of the U.S. squadron told him: “If 
you do not follow my instructions, 
we will shoot you.” 

Moneeb was speaking after he and 
his crew received bravery awanls 
from President Mubarak. ■ 


Arab-bloc bid to oust Israel from UN foiled by West 
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UNITED NATIONS. - An Arab 
bloc, taking the initiative away from 
Iran, moved yesterday to unseat 
Israel from the UN General Assem- 
bly but was fofied by a Western 
procedural maneuver. 

Egypt, Jordan and Oman did not 
join the unsuccessful ouster move. 

Faced with a standing U.S. threat 
to quit the assembly, delegates voted 
8041, with 20 abstentions, for a 
Swedish counter-motion that “no 
action be taken” on the Arab chal- 
lenge to Israel’s credentials. 

It marked the fourth straight year 
that such a challenge was beaten 
back. 

In the vote, the Soviet Union, 
Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria voted 
to expel Israel, -but Poland and Hun- 


gary, whose foreign ministers met 
here recently with Israel’s Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir did not 
vote. Romania supported the Swed- 
ish motion. 

Other countries which had been 
expected to support the Arab mo- 
tion, but which abstained or did not 
vote, included Ethiopia, Guyana, 
and Guinea-Bissau. Haiti, which 
voted to expel Israel last year, sup- 
ported the Jewish state this time. 

Israeli UN representative 
Binyamin Netanyahu later told a 
news conference yesterday’s vote 
was a “significant defeat for the 
Arab bloc.” 

He said: “The Arab world s 
stranglehold - I'm talking about par- 
ticularly the radical Arab group- has 


so significantly declined that, even 
within the UN. even within the Gen- 
ral Assembly... they are no longer 
able to command the automatic alle- 
giances they once had.” 

He said this was reflected in the 
decision earlier this week to shelve a 
proposal to invite PLO c h ai rm a n 
Yasser Arafat to take part in the 
UN’s. 40th anniversary observances. 

I ranian Ambassador Said Rajaie- 
Kborassani who had mounted the 
three previous challenges, said he 
was gratified that “many of our Arab 
brothers have moved to the front" to 
seek Israel's unseating. 

This time. Kuwait led the move to 
bar the Assembly’s acceptance of 
Israel’s' credentials, contending that 
Israel’s continued occupation of 


Arab territory and such “aggres- 
sive” actions as the recent bombing 
raid on PLO headquarters proved 
that Israel was “not a peace-loving 
member state.” 

The Reagan administration repe- 
atedly has waned that it would cease 
participation in and cut off funds to 
any UN body that denies a seat to 
Israel. The U.S. pays a quarter of the 
regular UN budget, amounting to 
S198 million this year. 

In a related development, the con- 
ference of the United Nations Edu- 
cational Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (Unesco), currently 
meeting in Sofia, Bulgaria, has re- 
jected an attempt by Tunisian dele- 
gates to oust Israel from its ranks.

Italian coalition fails 
over hijacking affair

ROME. - The government of 
Italian Premier Bettino Craxi is 
expected to fall sometime this 
morning following yesterday's 
withdrawal from the coalition by 
Defence Minister Giovanni Spa- 
dolini’s Republican Party. 

Announcing his party’s action 
yesterday. Spadoiini condemned 
the release of a PLO official 
sought by the U.S. in the Achille 
Lauro hijacking, and said he ex- 
pected his resignation would 
bring the government's down- 
fall. 

But Craxi had said yesterday that 
he did not intend to resign without a 
vote of confidence in Parliament and 
said he would take the government's 
case to Parliament today. 

However, Giovanni Galloni, a 
member of the Christian Democrat 
Directorate, said Craxi was expected 
to submit his govemmenr's-resigna- 
tion to President Francesco Cossiga 
after reporting to Parliament on the 
hijacking. 

Spadoiini, speaking with repor- 
ters, noted that it has been a stan- 
dard practice for a coalition govern- 


ment to resign when a partner pulls 
out. 

“The Italian institutional practice 
consolidated over the 40 years has 
been that the withdrawal of one 
component of the coalition brings 
about a government crisis (col- 
lapse),” he said. 

Hie small but influential pro-Naro 
Republicans have three ministers, 
including the key posts of defence 
and finance, in the 30-member 
cabinet, formed in August 1983 and 
one of Italy's longest lasting govern- 
ments. 

The three ministers later submit- 
ted their resignations to Craxi. the 
premier's office said. 

The other coalition partners are 
the Christian Democrats. Craxi's 
Socialists, the Social Democrats and 
Liberals. 

Even without the Republicans, 
the coalition musters an absolute 
majority in both houses of Parlia- 
ment. In addition, the government's 
handling of the hijacking and its 
aftermath is supported by the Com- 
munists. the country's second largest 
political force after the Christian 
Democrats, as well as major labour 
federations. 

The Socialists. Christian Demo- 


crats and Communists all supported 
the government’s enlisting of the 
PLO in mediating an end to the 
hijacking - a move opposed by the 
republicans. 

In a statement unanimously 
adopted by the party's executive 
committee, the Republicans accused 
the government of failing to consult 
coalition partners on “major sub- 
jects of the fight against terrorism 
and fundamental political interests” 
involving foreign policy issues. 

It said the party's “paramount 
task today is to safeguard indispens- 
able interests for the good of the 
republic.” 

Spadoiini, a former premier, has 
condemned the release of the PLO 
official, Mohammed Abbas, and 
said be only learned of Abbas' de- 
parture from television. 

Washington has accused Abbas, a 
top aide to PLO leader Yasser Ara- 
fat, of masterminding last week's 
hijacking, in which an American 
passenger was killed. The U.S. has 
issued a warrant for his arrest , charg- 
ing him with piracy and hostage- 
taking. 

Meanwhile magistrates aboard 
the Achille Lauro questioned crew

Klinghoffer’s body flown to Rome for autopsy 


ROME (Reuter). - The body of 
Leon Klinghoffer, the elderly Amer- 
ican Jew who was killed aboard the 
hijacked cruise ship Achille Lauro, 
was brought to Rome yesterday for 
an official autopsy. 

The body, which bad been washed 
ashore in Syria, was flown from 
Damascus, where the U.S. Embassy 
said it had been identified as that of 
Klinghoffer, 69, and apparently had 
two or three gunshot wounds. 

Israeli military sources last night 
provided background information 
on the killing based on Israeli intelli- 
gence sources: The assignment was 
given to the youngest of the terror- 
ists, who shot Klinghoffer in the 
head once or twice.- Klinghoffer was 
selected as a victim because his name 
had a Jewish ring to it. 

A Portuguese cleaning worker, 
who was threatened at gunpoint by 
the terrorists, was ordered to cast the 
body into the water, but he didn’t 
succeed. Threats at gunpoint were 
then used once more to force the 
ship's barber to assist the cleaning 
worker, and the two of them man- 
aged to cast Klinghoffer’s body into 
the water. 

Afterwards, the terrorists made 
the two ship workers change their 
blood-stained clothes and wash the 
blood stains off the floor of the deck 
and the sides of the ship, in an effort 
to cover up the crime they had 
committed. 


Italian magistrates investigating 
the hijacking of the ship have 
charged four Palestinians who car- 
ried out the hijack with the murder 
of Klinghoffer. 

The body arrived from Damascus 
aboard a regular flight of the Italian 
airline Alitalia and was due to be 
taken to the Institute for Legal 
Medicine in Rome. 

The coffin was in a special contain- 
er draped with an American flag. A 
representative of the U.S. Embassy 
met the body at the airport, the 
embassy said. 

An embassy spokesman said it was 
not yet known when the autopsy 
would be conducted or when the 
results would be released. 


John Burgess, a spokesman for 
the U.S. Embassy in Damascus, told 
a news conference there that the 
identification of the body was based 
on thumb prints, a dental x-ray and 
other physical characteristics. 

It was carried out by Syrian patho- 
logists and American FBI agents 
who arrived in Damascus from 
Washington Tuesday night. 

Burgess said the cause of death 
had not yet been determined be- 
cause no formal autopsy was carried 
out in Damascus. 

Informed sources in Damascus 
said an informal autopsy was con- 
ducted Tuesday night and traces of 
three shots were found, two in the 
forehead and one in the chest. 


More Africans seek 


ties with Israel

More West African countries are 
expected to follow suit when the 
Ivory Coast resumes diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel, informed sources 
said yesterday. 

President Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny of the Ivory Coast said after a 
meeting of the niling party there that 
he would be willing to Fesume di- 
plomatic relations if Israel applied. 
Israeli diplomat Beoad Avital, who 
was once in charge of the Israeli 
interest section in the Ivory Coast, is 
in that country now and is expected' 
to see Houphouet-Boigny within a 
few days. After this meeting an 
announcement on the resumption of 
full relations is likely. 

Houphouet-Boigny is very much 
the elder statesman of French West 
Africa, and other countries which 
have been contemplating resump- 
tion of full relations with Israel may 
follow his lead. Among these coun- 
tries are Upper Volta, Togo and 
Gabon. So far only Liberia- and 
Zaire have resumed diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel. 
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South African cruise planned for Achille Lauro 


ASHDOD. - The Achille Lauro. 
berthed in Ashdod after being hi- 
jacked and then freed by four 
Palestinian terrorists last week, has 
been chartered for a cruise to South 
Africa. The Malchis shipping agency 
announced yesterday that 80 passen- 
gers have signed on for the trip, part 
of a package which includes a South 
African Airlines flight back to Israel 
for $990 per person. 

The company emphasizes that a 


security detail will be on board 
throughout the cruise. 

The Achille Laura, ^which sails on 
November 25, will call at Port Said 
and the Seychelle Islands. The 
25,000 ton vessel has swimming 
pools, a casino and duty-free shops, 
and passengers are promised a foil 
entertainment programme. The 
price includes four meals a day pre- 
pared by the ship's gourmet Italian 
kitchen.

Without Treasury approval, the 
Education Ministry could not enter 
any new commitments on the level of 
annual university tuitijon fees, 
though it did agree in principle that 
the ceiling should not exceed $900. 
Navon said last night that in view of 
the state of the economy he doubts 
that most students could afford to 
pay more. 

Navon will try to meet Moda’i 
today in the hope of resolving the 
issue by the weekend.

Mordechai Levanon, 
first magistrate, 
dies at age 98 


Mordechai Levanon, the first Jew- 
ish magistrate in mandatory Pales- 
tine and a distinguished advocate, 
died at 98 and was buried on Jeru- 
salem’s Mount of .Olives last Friday. 
Levanon was also one of the found- 
ers and honorary life-president of 
the Yeshunm Association, which 
built the Yeshunm Synagogue and 
Library. 

Levanon was born in Bobruisk, 
Russia in 1887 and arrived here as a 
boy of 14. He was a member of the 
first graduating class of the David 
Yellin Teachers’ Seminary in Jeru- 
salem. 

He graduated in law at Istanbul, 
where he studied together with 
Izhak Ben-Zvi, (the second presi- 
dent of Israel) and later served as an 
officer in the Turkish Army during 
World War I. 

Levanon was appointed magis- 
trate in 1920 by Sir Herbert Samuel, 
the first British High Commissioner 
for Palestine, and resigned his posi- 
tion in 1928 to become an advocate. 
He promoted Hebrew as one of the

Other members walked in and out 
during Kahane’s half-hour speech, 
and for several minutes at least, 
Sbevah Weiss and Yossi Sand stood 
near one of the exits, as if they 
wanted to hear what Kahane was 
saying without giving him the satis- 
faction of sitting in their places. 
Several members came in just before 
the vote. 

The bads for Kahane's motion 
was the Education Ministry's prog- 
ramme to encourage encounters be- 
tween Arab and Jewish pupils. He 
said that the schools have been 
arranging compulsory metings, in- 
cluding visits to Arab villages. 

"Destroying the walls" between 
the two nationalities was bound to 
lead to mixed marriages, but the 


ministry's policy-makers “do not 
give a hoot about that,” Kahane 
said. 

He criticized Knesset Education 
Committee chairman Nahman Raz 
(Alignment) who had commented 
that the Chief Rabbinate’s opposi- 
tion to meetings between Arab and 
Jewish pupils >was contrary to the 
spirit of Judaism. 

Kahane later issued a press com- 
munique lauding Ben-Shlomo for his 
vote, but denouncing the other reli- 
gious party members for failing to 
back him. 

‘Catastrophe in the courts’ 

Presenting (he Administrative 
Offences Bill for its second and third 
readings, law Committee chairman 
Eliezer Kulas said yesterday that the 
log-jam in the courts has reached 
catastrophic dimensions. Too often 


the punishment is banded down so 
long after the offence as to cease to 
be a deterrent, he railed.

The controversial Shas MK Rabbi Shimon 
Ben-Shlomo holds that the State of Israel does not 
need a Knesset, and that since it has the Tora to 
serve as its legal guide, “all new and cumber- 
some legislation” is merely superfluous.

Ben-Shlomo caused surprise yesterday in the 
Knesset when - although a member of the coali- 
tion - he voted no-confidence in the government 
in support of another rabbi, Kach’s Meir Kahane. 

Kahane’s abortive no-confidence motion rested 
on the Education Ministry’s sponsorship of meet- 
ings between Arab and Jewish pupils. 

.Coalition chairman Sara Doron yesterday con- 
demned Ben-Shlomo *s vote against the coalition.

Ben-Shlomo told the Erev Shabbat interviewer 
that after he stated publicly earlier this year that

Shamir: Peace talks without Soviets or PLO

Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
dong firmly yesterday to his earlier 
rejection of possible Soviet parti- 
cipation in an international confer- 
ence on Middle East peace. 

At the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, Shamir 
said he had told U.S.' leaders he 
opposed Soviet participation in the 
peace process even if the Soviet 
Union restored diplomatic ties with 
Israel. The U.S. is just as aware as 
Israel of what would happen at such 
an international forum, he said. 


Shamir recalled that at one meet- 
ing with former Soviet foreign minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko, he told 
Gromyko that an international 
peace conference would degenerate 
automatically into a propaganda 
forum devoted to onslaughts against 
Israel. Soviet participation at such a 
conference would merely make the 
threat of an enforced solution more 
tangible, he told the committee. 

He said: “I would be extremely 
gratified if Israel could once again 
enjoy normal ties with the Soviet 
Union, but that does not mean I 
would be happy to see the Soviet

“Surely giving the king the 
label of peace-lover makes it easier 
for the U.S. administration to win 
Congressional support for its prop- 
osals to sell arms to Jordan.”

As Labour slams Ukud ‘onslaughts’ on premier 

Rabin differs with Peres 
on Hussein’s terror role

TEL AVIV. - At a time when 
Labour Party leaders are closing 
ranks behind Prime Minister Peres 
in the face of criticism of the premier 
by Likud cabinet ministers. Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin yesterday 
publicly differed from Peres in his 
assessment of the role of Jordan's 
King Hussein. 

Rabin, formerly a rival of Peres 
for leadership of the Labour Party, 
told a meeting at Kibbutz Ayelet 
Hashahar in Upper Galilee that 
many of the recent terrorist outrages 
had been planned in Jordan and that 
this “was not lost on the king.'' 
Hussein was fully aware that the 
PLO headquarters in his country 
were plotring terrorist actions 
against Israel, said Rabin. Peres has 
recently stressed several times that 
he believes Hussein is sincere in 
wanting peace. 

The secretariat of tbe Labour Par- 
ty Political Bureau and the party's 
ministers are scheduled to meet to- 
day to take up what is termed in 
Labour “tbe unrestrained 
onslaughts by Likud leaders against 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres. ” 

However, sources in both parties 
told The Jerusalem Post that they do 


not expect this row to turn into a real 
crisis. Had there been any real 
chance for a breakthrough with Jor- 
dan. the differences between ihe 
parties might have made their con- 
tinued partnership impossible. 
However, the recent rashof terrorist 
murders and the apparent tiff be- 
tween King Hussein and the PLO 
over the meeting with the British 
foreign minister, make the likeli- 
hood of a change in the status quo 
seem more remote than previously 
thought. 

Some in Labour are demanding 
that Peres fire Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon from the government, 
and Labour sources last night told 
The Post that the prime minister is 
“literally fuming” over what he per- 
ceives as attempts to sabotage his 
mission abroad. They added that 
when the premier returns he will 
take up the matter, and may call 
“certain people” to order. 

Feelings are running equally high 
in tbe Likud. Herat sources said that 
“I ~.bour cannot run a foreign policy 
as if we do not exist. Peres cannot 
expect not to consult with the 
cabinet and then take it for granted 
that the Likud component of the 
cabinet will say "amen" to his every 
move." 


Negev university to train more engineers

BEERSHEBA. - -The Ben-Gurion 
University of the Negev has in- 
creased admissions to its engineering 
departments by 50per cent this year. 
This was announced by Deputy- 
Rector Arnon Shani, who said it was 
in response to a request by the 
CouncQ for Higher Education. Shani 
was speaking to reporters in advance 
of the academic year, due to begin 
on Sunday. 

Admissions increased by 12 per 
cent in the university as a whole, and 
some 5,500 students will start their 


studies, barring a student strike over 
fees which might delay the start of 
classes at all the country's universi- 
ties. 

Acting university president. Rec- 
tor Haim Elata, told the reporters 
that Ben-Gurion University had 
managed to balance its budget at the 
expense of cutting courses, and 
buying less equipment It had also 
dismissed 174 of the 1600 em- 
ployees. including some senior staff. 
Tbe university plans to set aside SI 
million every year for debt repay- 
ment until its $14m. debt is paid. 


New treatment 
for head lice 
on market

TEL AVIV. - A new. non- 
prescription lotion for attacking 
head lice, which purportedly kills the 
lice eggs as well as the actual pests 
with a single application, has been 
brought out by Abie Laboratories of 
Ramai Gan. The preparation. Hafif. 
contains the active ingredient ear- 
baryl and is to be left on the head for 
twelve hours before shampooing. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here yesterday.’ Abie genera! mana- 
ger Ariel Ben-Tovim said the new 
lotion is available over-the-counter 
at pharmacies throughout the coun- 
try for IS7.200 per bottle. According 
to the Health Ministry-approved in- 
structions. the lotion should not be 
used more than once in any four- 
month period. The company says 
this is to prevent local lice from 
developing immunity. How ever. 
Hafif also comes in a shampoo form 
which can be used more frequently. 
The shampoo is also suppose J to kill 
both lice and eggs, but is considered 
somewhat less effective. 

Previously, the only overnight lo- 
tion manufactured in Israel was 
Monocide from Fischer Laborator- 
ies. and this required a doctor's 
prescription. Its active ingredient is 
malathion. which also attacks both 
lice and eggs. 

Fischer's director, biochemist Dr. 
Eli Fischer, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that there is no objective 
medical reason why its 12-hour lo- 
tion should require a prescription - 
except that this has been the policy 
of the Health Ministry for products 
containing malathion. ’He noted that 
Monocide carries a relatively low 
retail price. 

Simultaneously. Fischer has just 
come out with a non-prescription 
anti-lice spray. Ricide. to compete 
with the similar import product Kin- 
X. Dr. Fischer claims that Ricide 
kills “a good many eggs” along with 
the lice .but to be folly effective must 
be reapplied after 10 days to destroy 
any newly-hatched lice before they 
mature. 


Research centre shut 
by strike for second day

Lebanese militias agree to end war 


BEIRUT. - Rival Christian and 
Moslem militias have agreed in 
Damascus on the outlines of political 
reforms to end Lebanon's lO-year- 
old civil war. a source dose to a 
Moslem militia said yesterday. 

The draft accord was agreed to 
Tuesday by representatives of the 
■Christian Lebanese Forces, the 
Shi'ite Am a! movement and the 
Druse-led Progressive Socialist Par- 
ty ar a meeting chaired by Syrian 
Vice-President Abdel-Halim Khad- 
dam. 

The source said the draft agree- 
ment calls for gradual abolition of 
the system of sharing out administra- 
tive and political power among 
Lebanon's religious sects, which has 
given Christians, now a minority, a 
disproportionate say in government. 

President Amin Jemayel, who had 


had no representative in the talks, is 
scheduled to meet Syrian leader 
Hafez Assad in Damascus tomor- 
row, official sources said. 

Christian and Moslem militia 
chieftains are clamping down on re- 
negades, kidnappers and extremists 
who might sabotage the tripartite 
accord, sources dose to the nego- 
tiators said yesterday. 

Despite the peace moves, Christ- 
ian and Moslem militias clashed 
along Beirut's dividing Green Line 
in their ritual exchanges of automa- 
tic weapons and rocket-propelled 
grenade fire. 

Dozens of earlier agreements 
have been short-lived, mainly be-, 
cause they were reached by political 
or spiritual leaders who have no 
effective control over the gunmen. 

But sources close to the negotia- 


tions said Khaddam, Damascus's 
chief expert on Lebanon, was “veiy 
optimistic”- about the accord. They 
said the purge in. Christian East 
Beirut and the Moslem western sec- 
tor should be completed within two 
weeks. 

In another development, troops, 
police and miKtiainen with tanks 
beefed up security around the Soviet 
and Italian embassies in Moslem 
West Beirut yesterday after tele- 
phone callers claiming to speak for 
I slamic fimHann-ntaiis te and Palesti- 
nians threatened to blow them up. 

The Soviet embassy was ringed by 
Lebanese paratroopers and Leftist 
Druse militiamen in advance of a 
midnight deadline for its evacuation 
set by callers Harming to represent 
the Islamic liberation Organization.

Star Wars said to block arms accord 


LONDON (Reuter). - Influential 
opponents of President Reagan's 
Star Wars programme said yesterday 
that it was a technological non- 
starter that would block prospects of 
a superpower arms control agree- 
ment. 

American and British experts told 
a London conference, organized by 
groups opposed to Star Wars, that 
the Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI) would prevent accord at 
Reagan's summit next month with 


Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

If Washington refused to trade 
away SDI in return for Soviet con- 
cessions, Moscow would reply by 
boosting its nuclear arsenal. 

Speakers attacked Reagan's claim 
that SKI, as a perfect shield in space, 
would render nuclear missiles “im- 
potent and obsolete” and so streng- 
then peace. 

“The possibility of malting long- 
range .ballistic missiles obsolete is 
technically an absurd idea,” Prof. 


Jack Ruina of The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology said. 

Despite general agreement on the 
plan's unfeasibility, scientists were 
drawn by the billions of dollars ear- 
marked for SDI research and hoped 
to make spin-off discoveries. 

Many SDI researchers felt, “since 
we know it can’t work, there’s no 
harm in taking the money,” said 
London University's Prof. Tom Kib- 
ble. chairman of the British group. 
Scientists Against Nuclear Arms.

Nobel prizes awarded to 
two Americans, W. German 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - The 
Royal Swedish Academy of Sciences 
awarded the 1985 Nobel chemistry 
prize yesterday to two American 
organic chemists whose work w31 be 
of great importance in making safe 
drugs. 

The $224,000 prize went to Prof. 
Herbert A_ Haup tman and Prof. 
Jerome Karle. 

The Nobel physics prose, worth 
the same sum, went to Prof. Klaus 
von Klitzing of West Germany for- 
discoveries likely to have a big im- 
pact on the future of electronics. 

Hauptman and Karle won the che- 
mistry award “for their outstanding 
achievements in the development of 
direct methods for the determina- 
tion of crystal structures," the cita- 
tion said. 

They developed ways of quickly 
and efficiently establishing tfac struc- 
ture of molecules through computer- 
aided calculations. t 

“If you know the structure, you 
can also draw conclusions regarding 


the composition of the molecule and 
thus devise a drug that will cure only 
the disease you want to cure, without 
affecting other organs,” Prof. Peder 
Kierkegaard of the Academy's 
Nobel committee said. 

.Physics laureate von Ktitzmg. 42, 
is a director of the Stuttgart Max 
Planck Institute for Solid State Phy- 
sics, the science atthe heart of silicon 
chip and computer technology. 

He made a revolutionary discov- 
ery in 1980 while looking for some- 
thing else. 

Expecting to find that the electric 
characteristics of semi-conductor 
crystals depended on the different 
conditions of their construction, he 
discovered that they were in fact 
determined by fundamental physical 
constraints. 

The academy said this discovery, 
known as the quantized Hall effect, 
had enabled scientists to devise new, 
common standards in developing 
electronic components.

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British government rejects 
Lords’ economic doom report 


60 kflos of heroin 


LONDON (Reuter). - The British 
government acted swiftly yesterday 
to defend its economic record after a 
doom-laden parliamentary report' 
' warned of major economic and so- 
cial upheaval ahead unless radical 
policy changes are made. 

In a flurry of television and radio 
interviews. Trade and Industry 
Secretary Leon Brittan rejected the 
report's findings that Britain would 
be in crisis once North Sea oil began 
to run out from 1 990, unless manu- . 
facturing industry were revived. 

The report from an all-party com- 
mittee of the House of Lords raised 
the spectre of irreversible economic 
decline, with stagnant production, 
rising inflation and ever-rising un- 
employment. 

Britain responded that although re- 
cession had hit the economy, invest- 


ment had risen, productivity im- 
proved and exports were at record 
levels. He said manufacturing was 
playing a smaller part in most major 
industrial countries as a share of the 
total economy. 

Britain's trade balance in manu- 
factured goods moved into the red 
for the first time in 1983. According 
to official statistics manufacturing 
output is now 6.5 per cent below its 
1979 level. 

The committee denounced as “un- 
realistic and short-sighted” the gov- 
ernment view that an eventual tall in 
oil output would bring an automatic 
recovery of manufactured exports. 

It called for lower interest rates, 
higher investment and steps against 
unfair trading practices to help re- 
vive the economy and stimulate 
trade. 


F ormer British minister 
accused of ‘pillow talk’ leak 


LONDON (Renter). - British police 
were ordered yesterday to investi- 
gate claims that former senior 
cabinet minister Cedi Parkinson 
leaked “pillow talk” state secrets to 
his mistress. 

The inquiry was ordered by the 
director of public prosecutions. Sir 
Thomas Hetherington, after the 
claim by' the former mistress, Sara 
Keays, 38, in a newspaper. 

~ PaBdnson, onre^d£^nnan bf the 
ruling Conservative Party, resigned 
as Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
er’s trade minister in 1983 after con- 


fessing that Keays was expecting his 
child. 

He was reunited with his wife, and 
an embittered Keays, once his 
secretary, sold her memoirs last 
week for a reported £150,000 to the 
Mirror newspaper.

Bush tells Chinese of capitalism’s virtues 


CHENGDU, China (Renter). - 
U.S. Vice President George Bush 
yesterday told Chinese students that 
capitalism had made his country rich 
and that Asian Americans were the 
richest racial group in the U.S. 

Bush was addressing several hun- 
dred students at a university in 
Chengdu after opening the fourth 
U.S. consulate in China. 

The vice president arrived in the 
southwestern city yesterday after 
three days of talks with top leaders in 
Peking. 

“We believe passionately in our 
system of capitalism and private 
ownership and that it has made our 
country rich," he said, speaking 
slowly while his listeners followed 
from English texts. There was no 
translation into Chinese. 

Bush said Asian Americans had 
the highest living standards and edu- 


cational level of any racial group in 
the U.S. 

He praised Chinese reforms of the 
past few years which have liberalized 
the economy, abolished rural com- 
munes and allowed the return of 
some free enterprise. 

Bosh said U.S. capitalism could 
help China modernize. 

His speech was warmly applauded 
by the students. 

Officials travelling with him 
announced earlier that major west- 
ern industrialized nations had de- 
cided to slash curbs on high technol- 
ogy exports to China by 50 per cent. 

They said the Paris-based Coordi- 
nating Committee (Cocom) had 
agreed to eliminate Cocom licensing 
requirements on 27 categories of 
high tech equipment. 

“Unquestionably, it is a shot in the 
aim for the Chinese economy,” one 
senior American official said. 


[ VIENNA (AP). - Austrian police 
have seized 60.5 kilograms of heroin 
and arrested 22 people in what they 
said yesterday was the biggest sei- 
zure of the drug ever in Europe. 

Interior Minister Karl Blecba said 
that most of those arrested were 
Iranians or Turks and said six addi- 
tional suspects had been picked up in 

the U.S. 

The Middle Eastern heroin, 
brought here in trucks and destined 
for the U.S. West Coast, was worth 
ISO milli on schillings ($8.1 million), 
Blecha said. 


Piece of Air India jumbo 
raised from ocean floor 

CORK, Ireland (Reuter). - The first 
major piece of wreckage from the 
Air India jumbo jet that crashed off 
Ireland in June was raised from the 
seabed early yesterday by an inter- 
national salvage team. 

A Canadian salvage expert said 
the mam was elated over its success 
in lifting the piece from 2,000 metres 
down, the deepest crash salvage op- 
eration ever undertaken. 

Metallurgists on the Canadian 
pipe-laying vessel Kieuzturm im- 
mediately began examining tbe 
piece from tbe forward section of the 
plane for dues to what caused the 
crash - a bomb or structural failure. 
Three hundred and twenty-nine peo- 
ple died in the disaster. 

Sikh extremists were reported to 
have said they put a bomb on the 
plane, flying from Montreal to Bom- 
bay via London. But examination of 
flight records and bodies has so far 
failed to pinpoint the cause of the 
crash.

Danish politician who chairs jth’e 
Nordic Council’s legal committee 
yesterday criticized Finland for 
accepting too few refugees and cal-

UN refugee quota for Finland and 
Norway would take pressure off Den- 
mark and Sweden . 

More than 5,300 refugees have 
applied for asylum in Denmark this 
year, compared with 4,200 for the j 
whole of 1984 and only 350 in 1983, 
Red Cross officials said. A law pas- 
sed last year gave asylum-seekers the 
right to stay until their case is heard. 

Tastesen told reporters Finland' 
bad only about 10,000 resident aliens 
compared with 100,000 in Denmark.

CHANDIGARH^ India (Reuter). - 
Sikh extremists resumed attacks in 
Punjab yesterday, killing a local 
leader of Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi's party as authorities vowed to 
show no mercy to separatists. 

In the first major attack since the 
moderate Sikh Akah Dal party was 
elected to form a new Punjab admi- 
nistration two weeks ago, two ex- 
tremists on a scooter gunned down 
Ram Lubbaya, 55. 

Tbe Press Trust of India said Lub- 
baya was shot as he entered his shop 


in Tarn Taran town, about 25 
kilometres from the Sikh holy city of 
Amritsar. 

Furious customers stoned the ex- 
tremists, forcing them to abandon 
their scooter - a form of transport 
favoured by Punjab’s gunmen - and . 
escape on foot. 

In Chandigarh, capital of the 
northern state, the new Akaii Dal 
government issued its first policy 
statement since die September 25 
election and said it would show no 
quarter to extremists. 


100 feared killed in Dacca roof cave-in 


DACCA (Reuter). -Bulldozers and 
cranes were used yesterday to move 
rubble off victims of a collapsed tin 
roof which fell tike a guillotine at 
Dacca University, killing up to 100 
students and injuring 250. 

Hundreds of blood donors queued 
at city hospitals after urgent televi- 
sion appeals. Schools in Bangladesh 
were shat for three days mourning 
and flags flew at half mast. 


Survivors told of “hell let loose” 
when the tin roof and supporting 
wood and iron beams crashed seven 
metres down on to laughing stu- 
dents, all males, watching a popular 
television series in a recreation hall. 

The disaster occurred Tuesday 
night as a cyclone lashed tire coasts 
of Bangladesh and neighbouring In- 
dia with three-metre-higb tidal 
waves and winds of up to 10 Q kph. 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Police yester- 
day arrested a televirion director on 
suspicion of inciting girls to violence 
for the benefit of a Japanese 
documentary programme. 

They said Tsutomu Nakagawa, 
34, paid a gang leader to order two 
teenage girls to beat up other girls at 
a barbecue party being filmed for the 
Afternoon Show programme. 

The mother of one girl beaten at 
the party committed suicide by 
throwing herself under a train short- 
ly afterwards, police said. 

The affair created a press uproar 
■and impelled the president of the 
television company which made the 
programme to make an on-screen 
apology.. 


Iran Mils 40,000 dogs 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - The Teher- 
an city council killed 40,000 stray 
dogs in the first year of a programme 
to improve health conditions, the 
newspaper Islamic Republic re- 
ported yesterday. 

It said the dogs were disposed of in 
a sanitary way and buried far from 
populated areas. But the program- 
me was not without mishap - a 
shepherd sleeping in an abandoned 
truck was shot by mistake last month 
during a search for strays.

Yosef Zarchin, board chairman of 
Adereth (textiles) and Ernst Wodak, 
general manager of the company 
(which has plants in Herzliya and in 
Samaria) are being awarded prizes 
for helping to set up the textile 
industry in Israel. Zarchin, who was 
bom in Moscow in 1917, settled here 
in 1939. He joined the British army 
and in 1947 began to work at . 
Adereth. 

Wodak, who was bom in 1918 in 
Vienna, settled here in 1938 and also 
joined the British army. He was a 
member of Etzel and participated in 
the battle for the liberation of Yafo. 
After 1948 he also joined Adereth. 
He is a founder of the Shenkar 
College of Design and Textile Tech- 
nology. 

Since Adereth began its activities 
some 40 years ago, its staff has grown 
from 1 5 to 400, and its sales today are 
about 510 milli on a year, of which 
£2m. is exports. 

Binyamin Feted and 
Emanuel GO are getting the prizes 
for their successful efforts in making 
Elbit Computers a leader in its field. 
Peled was bom in Tel Aviv in 1928, 
studied at the Technion, and rose in 
the Israel Defence Forces to become 
head of the airforce.

UK electric car firm goes b ankrup t. 


STUTTGART (Reuter). - In a 
move that would create West Ger- 
many’s largest industrial concern 
leading carmaker Daimler-Benz said 
yesterday it was making an offer for 
a majority stake in the AEG electric- 
al group. 

The two companies announced at 
a joint press conference here that 
Daimler, which has already acquired 
a quarter of AEJG, would offer 170 
marks ($64) a share for further AEG 
stock, to increase its. stake above 
50%. , . 

. The cost of a 50% shareholding to 
Daimler, now the country's second- 
largest vehicle manufacturer, would 
be 1.6 billion marks (5600 million). 

Shares in AEG, which have made a 
comeback since the firm emerged 


from under the cloud of receivership 
just over a year ago, were quoted 
around 181 marks (568.30) on Fri- 
day, just before they were sus- 
pended by the stock exchange. 

Daimler management board 
chairman Werner Breitschwerdt 
told the press conference: “The ac- 
quisition of AEG is a significant 
step, moving D aiml er-Benz farther 
along the road towards being a high- 
technology group." He said the deal 
was subject to the approval of the 
German Federal Cartel Office- 

Daimler, which makes Mercedes 1 
trucks and luxury cars, has expanded 
quickly this year, taking full control 
of engine-maker MTU and a major- 
ity stake in the Doraier Aerospace 
Group. 


LONDON (Reuter). - Sinclair vehi- 
cles, the company set up by British 
electronics inventor Sir Give Sinc- 
lair to produce a futuristic battery- 
powered tricycle, announced thk 
week it has gone into receivership 
amid a mountain of debt.

TEL AVIV. - There will be no wage 
hikes for industrial workers before 
July, 19S6. Amoo Tibeig. general 
manager of the Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation said yesterday. He was dis- 
cussing the annual meeting of the 
association next Tuesday, which will 
be addressed by Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'f, Industry' Minister 
Ariel Sharon, and Minister of Eco- 
nomy and Planning. Gad Ya’acobi. 

Tiberg said: “We are quite aware 
that wages have been eroded con- 
siderably since the emergency eco- 
nomic plan took effect on July 1. but 
even if we wanted to, we can’t pay 
any more. We manufacturers have 
been also run into rough times, the 
price of finished products are frozen . 
yet the costs of production are ris- 
ing.” As an example of higher costs 
he noted that the real monthly in- 
terest rate in October was 6.7%. 

“There is talk in the Knesset in 
reducing the maximum real interest 
to two percent a month, this is about 
30 per cent a year in real terms. 
While the 6.7 per cent rate is com- 
plete insanity, even a 2% a month 
rate is still so high that no business 
can pay it. As a matter of fact, it is 
probably the highest rate in the 
world.” 

There were two other main prob- 
lems worrying the industrialists, he 
said. The first was the drop in the 
adverse balance of trade, which was 
in a certain sense, an “illusion ary 
drop.” For it was based mainly on a 
slowdown in imports, he explained. 
This trend could be reversed in a 
month or two, especially if the 
manufacturers ran out of imported 
raw materials. Secondly, the im- 
proved trading balance was only due 
in slight measure to increased ex- 
ports. “We were told that exports 
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not invest today, we will not have 
modem products io sell in a few 
years. You can't introduce new pro- 
duction lines overnight.” 

Tiberg was critical of the govern- 
ment’s policy of cuffing off its de- 
merits to industry as well ay greatly 
reducing its grants. “The new system , 
of helping us by reduced tuxes on our p 
profits puts us in a strange position. 

We must raise money which we can t 
find, and after three or four years, 
when the investments begin to be- 
come profitable, we will be allowed 
tax reductions.” 

Under such circumstances, with- 
out seed money for immediate in- 
vestments. he did not believe the 
industrialists would be willing to wait 
several • years - for government be- 
nefits. , 

Tiberg also said that the Steinberg 
Law (which imposes taxes on prop- 
erty) was imposing an additional 
hardship on industrialists. “Accord- 
ing to the reports we received, Uzi 
Steinberg, the chartered public 
accountant who headed the commit- 
tee which proposed the law, is trying 
to disassociate his name from the 
law. since it does not follow closely 
his recommendations and has be- 
come draconian.” 

Avi Pelossof, a member of the 
association’s presidium, wants the 
government to lower income taxes 
on production workers. 

Eli Shamai, head of the associa- 
tion's economic division, produced 
figures to show that there were huge 
differences between the “prime” in- , 
terest rate, the “effective" rate, and fW 
the “Teal” rate.

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The corporate sector is the arena 
in which the real impact of the eco- 
nomic policy is being felt. The mas- 
ses may have their attention riveted 
on the greengrocer shops, but the 
action is taking place among the 
companies. 

There are two ways of following 
corporate developments. Extraor- 
dinary events, which nowadays 
means notification of difficulties, li- 
quidation, or bankruptcies, attract 
attention by themselves. Thus 
yesterday, a medium-sized textile 
firm called Papco published a long 
press release explaining why it has 
been forced to go into liquidation. 

Needless to say, the gist of the 
message is that the poor innocent 
company, after making profits for 
years, was borne down under the 
relentless juggernaut of high interest 
rates. Maybe it was and maybe it 
wasn’t. No mention is made of how 
much own equity the firm bad, nor 
how much of the profits were plowed 
back by the owners in the good 
years, and how much was extracted. 

Against that, the great services of 
Papco to the country, in producing 
for the defence establishment - 
which didn't pay properly, it is 
claimed - and in seeking to employ 
women workers in a development 
town, are detailed at length. 
Whether Papco’s management made 
the right decisions, and why it 
allowed itself to be sucked into a 
vortex of debt, on the other hand, 
are not discussed by the PR agent the 
company hired to put out its suicide 
note. 

A suspicion that what is really 
being sought is a rescuer, whether 
government or private, may not be 
out of place. 

The other way of keeping abreast 
of developments is through the 
ongoing financial reports of quoted 
public companies. Confusing though 
these may be at times, they are 
nevertheless irreplaceable as a tool 
for getting at least some idea of what 
is going on. The problem, of course, 
is in interpreting them. 
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Two announcements on Monday 
provided excellent examples of the 
difficulties involved. One company 
announced that its profits for the 
first half of this year doubled to S2 
million. The other said that its net 
profits increased by 1% in the nine 
months to end-September, to total 
S12.5m. 

But closer examination reveals 
that both companies - Clal (Israel) 
.and the First International Bank - 
have roughly the same amount of 
capital. Thus one made an annual- 
ized return on equity of 12%, while 
the other only managed about 3%. 
In other words, doubling an already 
miserable profit level is no great 
shakes, while maintainin g a high 
level is under current circumstance 
quite an achievement. 

But this is only a partial treatment 
of the issue, because the complica- 
tions caused by changes in account- 
ing and tax laws make all compari- 
sons invidious, whether between 
different sectors or even for the same 
company in different years. 

Itis often necessary to fall back on 
very basic principles: $2m. is much 
better than Sim., and infinitely bet- 
ter than -a loss. S12.5m. is a. lot of 
money, and a 12% yield on etfuity is 
a lot better than anyone else in 
banking is achieving. 

The other important feature of the 
Fust International's results was the 
fact that they cast some light on the 
most recent quarter, which the bank- 
ing industry - and indeed many out- 
side observers, have proclaimed to 
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have been extremely profitable. 

From the figures issued by First 
International, and based on the 
bank's own interpretations, it trans- 
pires that while profit margins on 
unlinked shekel business were in- 
deed high, the volume of this busi- 
ness fell. In addition, the fact that 
the index rose while the dollar was 
frozen, will reverse the beneficial 
accounting impact recorded in the 
first half of the year, when the bank- 
ing industry's profits were swollen 
because the devaluation outpaced 
inflation. 

Finally, the need to set aside large 
sums for the increasing number of 
sour loans — many caused by precise- 
ly those high interest rates that cre- 
ated the large profits in the first place 
- cut into the operating profits. 

More than one observer was taken 
aback by the Fust International’s 
results. In the first place, the analysts 
have become spoiled by the bank's 
record of consistently improving its 
profits. The idea that today keeping 
the old level, is itself quite some- 
thing, is difficult to get used to. 

Secondly, and more worryingjy 
for the economy as a whole, if First 
International, which is acknow- 
ledged to be the most efficient and 
profitable local bank, is unable to 
increase its profits despite the ex- 
tremely favourable conditions that 
existed for the banks in recent 
months, how will the other banks, 
which are suffering from other prob- 
lems anyway, fare in the second half 
of 1985?

Car importers threaten 
to close shop in two weeks

TEL AVIV. - The country’s auto- 
mobile importers are threatening to 
dose down unless the government 
changes its price freeze policy as far 
as they are concerned. “We are 
losing money on every car we sell,” 
Arye Carasso, the president of the 
Auto Importers Association, told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

According to the importers the 
ones that are profiting from the 
current situation are people who buy 
a car now. 

“A person buying a new car today 
is getting it at a saving of between 
SI ,000 and $6,000, depending on the 
model,” David Lubinsky the impor- 
ter of Peugeot, Citroen and Talbot, 
said. He added that for the next two 
weeks, starting today all the 16 new 
car importers will only work a four- 
day week - Sunday to Wednesday. 
This means that all the agencies will 
be dosed from today till Sunday and 
the same thing will happen next 
week. 

He added that unless the govern- 
ment approves a price hike during 
these two weeks, they will simply 


close down shop. 

If the importers cany out their 
threat, this will first of all affect their 
4.000 employees, who will find 
themselves out of jobs. 

The dose-down will affect motor- 
ists in several ways, 

A person wanting to buy a new car 
will not be able to do so. A driver 
whose car breaks down and who 
needs original spare parts, will not 
be able to fix his car, since the parts 
stores of the importers will be 
dosed. 

Some of the authorized garages of 
the importers will be dosed because 
of this action. This will affect motor- 
ists whose car is still under warranty. 

According to the importers the 
greatest losers among the impor- 
ters are those who pay for their 
merchandise in French, Ger m a n and 
Italian currency, the ones who pay in 
American dollars are losing a lot 
less. This is because in relation to the 
shekel the dollar has been more or 
less frozen since July. For the Euro- 
pean currencies there has been a 
devaluation of the shekel of 20% - 
25% depending on the currency. 


U.S. takes action against unfair trade 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Ronald Reagan yesterday accused 
the European Common Market of 
unfairly subsidizing its wheat crops, 
forcing world grain prices down and 
hurting American farm exports. He 
ordered that the case be taken to 
international negotiations. 

Reagan directed U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative Clayton Yeutter to file a 
dispute settlement procedure under 
the International general Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade. 

He also accused South Korea of 
denying fair protection to so-called 
“intellectual property rights,” such 
as works of U.S. authors, and the 
omission from patent law of food- 
stuffs and chemical compounds. 

The actions were the latest steps in 
the president’s campaign to cool pro- 
tectionist fever in Congress in the 
face of a trade deficit expected to 
reach $150 billion. 

U.S. officials estimate that Amer- 
ican farmers lose $2b. annually as a 
result of European nations’ subsidies 
of wheat exports.

TEL AVIV. - The share market 
yesterday shrugged off the lowest 
consumer price index for four years 
and proceeded in its downward spir- 
al. Another voluntary liquidation, 
albeit of an unlisted company, and 
the poor results from Gal (Israel) 
the day before, and of Rassco before 
that, form a background of unremit- 
ting gloom in the corporate sector. 
Thus the apparent successes of the 
overall policy have no influence on 
market sentiment. 

In the bond market volumes rose, 
but prices were generally mixed, 
with only slight rises. The turnover 
of $3 million still does not presage 
any general pick-up in interest, 
although the date of the pensioners’ 
bank-share redemption is drawing 
nearer, and the level of yields re- 
mains high. In the “arrangement” 
sector too. there were only marginal 
gains , and the yields of the bank 
“shares” remains well over 13% for 
the main issues. 

In terms of volume, the “free” 
share market went up and the 
“arrangement" sector down, but the 
price movements were reversed. 
Falling issues still comfortably ex- 
ceeded rising ones, and real estate 
companies were particularly badly 
hit. with the sectoral index falling 
over 2%. 

In the Treasury bill market the 
turnover fell back to the IS8 billion 
which has become the new average 
level on non-auction days.

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A dead man talks 


“BUT WHERE is the body?’' Yasser Arafat’s "foreign minis- 
ter/* Farouk Kaddoumi , cried out at the UN when the subject 
of Leon Klinghoffer’s murder by the PLF hijackers of the 
Achille Lauro came up. The implication was clear: the elderly, 
crippled Jew from New York must have suffered a heart attack, 
or something, and then disappeared, through no fault of the 
hijackers. They were in the clear. 

The PLFs leader himself, Abu al-Abbas, a great friend of 
Yasser Arafat, in an interview with the Kuwaiti News Agency 
shortly before leaving Yugoslavia, his latest haven, was even 
more specific. The man who had masterminded the entire 
Achille Lauro operation knew that “the whole murder story (of 
Leon KlinghofferJ was invented by the Americans and the 
Zionists.” 

Now a bullet-riddled body was washed ashore near the 
Syrian port of Tartus, where the Italian liner lay briefly, and it 
has been identified as Leon KUnghoffer’s. The Syrians who. 
unlike the Egyptians, have no fear of crossing up Yasser 
Arafat, promptly arranged to fly the body to Italy, where the 
hijacker-murderers are to stand trial 

It was President Hosni Mubarak’s intention, so he explained 
on Monday, that they should be flown to Tunis to stand “trial” 
before a “tribunal” made up of their PLO peers. The sugges- 
tion that anything even remotely resembling justice could have 
been rendered by the PLO itself is nothing but ludicrous. 

Mr. Mubarak did concede that it was just possible Arafat 
would not punish the guilty hijackers. In that case, he 
proposed, Arafat himself “would be guilty before the whole 
world.” Fortunately, it is not necessary to wait for the PLO 
chieftain to do anything further to establish his record: he has 
already done so convincingly by trying to cover up for his 
subordinate Abu al- Abbas, who commanded the ship hijacking 
and then brazenly denied, what he must have known for a fact, 
that his terrorists murdered a defenceless Jewish passenger on 
board. 

In the meantime the process of unmasking Arafat's knavery 
goes on. Thp latest witness for the prosecution is none other 
than his recent purported partner in the peace process. King 
Hussein turns out to have been in London on a visit billed as 
private, at the very time the meeting between Britain’s foreign 
secretary and a joint Jordanian-PLO delegation was aborted. 
The Hashemite monarch fully confirms the British version of 
the incident, which blames the PLO team - more specifically 
the ex-Halhoul mayor, Mohammed Milhem - for reneging on a 
formula seemingly agreed upon between the two parties. 

He denies Arafat's claim that the British suddenly, at the last 
moment, revised the formula, at the behest of the Americans. 

In retrospect, it appears rather odd that the sophisticated 
Britons could believe that the terrorist PLO would, for no 
particularly good reason, except shedding their terrorist repu- 
tation, come out on the side of peaceful accommodation with 
Israel, after consistently failing to do so. On the other hand, it is 
entirely to King-Hussein’s credit that he should have responded 
to the London affair by baring Arafat's perfidy. 

The differences between Amm an and Jerusalem will not be 
easy to resolve, in the best of circumstances. But King 
Hussein’s warning against leaving the field open for extremists 
on both sides is well taken. It should now be heeded by botd 
sides. 


Playing to the galleries, 

WELL IT NOW be an offence warranting the lifting d"f his. (or 
her) parliamentary immunity for a Jewish Knesset member to 
refuse to specifically condemn anti-Arab terrorism committed 
by Jews, even if for reasons of supposed self-defence, and stick 
to a general-purpose denunciation of terrorism by whichever 
side? 


This would seem to be the logical conclusion from the 
Knesset plenum’s approval, on Monday, by a 39 to 22 vote of 
the House Committee’s recommendation that Mohammed 
Miari of the Progressive. List for Peace be stripped of his 
privileged access to places closed to the general public, his 
immunity from arrest and from search. Mr. Miari, his chief 
accuser, Herut’s Micha Reiser, pointed out, would not con- 
demn PLO tenor but only terror in general. 

But of course no such conclusion is likely to be drawn: for 
Mr. Miari is not a Jew, and his case is therefore special. 

True, the argument is that the case is not special at all. Last 
December the Knesset decided to deny Meir Kahane, the Kach 
leader, his unrestricted freedom of movement, as a parlia- 
mentarian, to roam the country. His offence was using the 
immunity to conduct riotous expeditions into Arab towns and 
villages, calling on their inhabitants to leave Israel, or face 
expulsion when he rose to power. Action to counter the threat 
to democracy was called for: but the Knesset, wary of tackling 
Kahanism as a phenomenon head-on, and unwilling to rethink 
the puffed-up privileges attaching to all its members, chose to 
hit Meir Kahane personally. 

Now, Knesset members on the Right must have figured, it 
was time to balance the scales by punishing Mr. Miari on the 
Left. The fact that he is an Arab-Palestmian nationalist, who 
favours the PLO, made him an easy target. 

Mr. Mian’s views on the PLO will be passionately, and 
rightly, rejected by almost every Jew in this country. His public 
equation of PLO terrorism with the IDFs anti-terrorist actions 
is false and odious. But it does not, as his detractors claimed in 
committee, mean that Mr. Miari is “actively identifying himself 
with PLO tenor tactics.” The Knesset’s decision, based on this 
false and spurious allegation, is an example of cheap party 
politicking in the guise of an orderly quasi-jucfidal parliamen- 
tary procedure. 

The decision will do nothing to enhance the country’s 
security, as was claimed during the debate on Monday. It will 
merely undermine the Knesset’s standing. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


AN EXHIBITION on 
vampires opened recently 
in Padua. Italy, with a mid- 
night feast of blood so exclusive that 
hundreds of would-be guests were 
left out in the cold. 

Local officials said people had 
claimed to be related to President 
Reagan or former Italian President 
Sandro Perthu in a futile attempt to 
get invitations to the event, con- 
ceived by the Padua town council 
and an Italian publishing house. 

The date was chosen to com- 
memorate the day in 1460 when Vlad 
Tepes, better known as Count Dra- 
cula. is said to have impaled 2,000 
people in Transylvania. 

The guests of honour arrived in 
black carriages, maidens distributed 
garlic - said to be protection against 
vampires - and torches illuminated a 
portrait of Tepes in the disused 
slaughterhouse housing the exhibi- 
tion. 

Refreshments for the 700 people 
who managed to get in included 


“dead men's bones” - in feet, bone- 
shaped almond biscuits - and pig’s 
blood cake. 

The eight-week exhibition fea- 
tures objects associated with vampir- 
ism such as silver nails and ashwood 
stakes, as well as books and relics of 
cults of the return from the dead. 

A PERSISTENT Pakistani 
finally got the right number 
- he got a telephone instal- 
led after a 25-year wait, the federal 
ombudsman's office in Islambad has 
announced. The Karachi resident, 
who was not identified, put up with a 
quarter century of refusals, demands 
for bribes and excuses, the official 
Associated Press of Pakistan (APP) 
has reported. 

The ombudsman ordered the tele- 
phone department to pay the resi- 
dent about $312 as compensation for 
the “insult, anxiety and waste of ' 
time” since applying for service in 
August 1960, Reuter reports. He 
also got the telephone. 




WHAT IS the place in history of a 
person who is mainly remembered 
for bis actions, and perhaps for his 
origin al personality, rather than for 
his ideological or theoretical legacy? 
What, indeed, is the lasting “mes- 
sage” in historical terms of a person 
so versatile - and complex - as the 
late Moshe Dayan? Or. Is there such 
a thing as “Dayanism” without Day- 
an? 

These questions could, of course, 
be expanded, and one could ask: Is 
there, for instance, a “Ben- 
Gurionism” without Ben-Gurion, or 
a “Ganllism” without De Gaulle. 
These two figures also assured their 
place, in history through their deeds 
and personalities. Churchill is 
another example. 

In Moshe Dayan’s case, the ques- 
tion is even more problematic, as his 
famous “pragmatism” was often 
held against him; his detractors at 
the time saw it as just one step 
removed from opportunism, as the 
anti-thesis of ideological commit- 
ment. 

In fact, Dayan's attachment to his 
beliefs was unwavering throughout 
his lifetime, and so was his steadfast- 
ness in pursuing those long-term 
political aims he considered vital for 
Israel and the Jewish people. His 
pragmatism expressed itself primari- 
ly in being absolutely unbound by 
rigid conventions or pre-conceived 
ideas with regard to how these 1 mg- 
term aims should be attained - or 
when to adopt a new course of action 
when a new situation arose. 

With complete originality and 
with a great deal of resourcefulness 
(both on the battle-field and at the 
negotiating-table), he endeavoured 
to find the right practical solutions 
for the problem at band, often em- 
ploying varying and even contradic- 
tory tactics - but never losing sight of 
the long-term objective and of what 
he considered Israel's ultimate in- 
terests. 

Dayan himself once commented: 
“It isn’t only others who claim that I 
am a pragmatist - it is I who say so! 
And you know, not only I am a 
pragmatist - life itself is a pragmat- 
ist.” 

It was perhaps this “pragmatism” 
of his which was most often mis- 
understood, and certainly misrepre- 
sented, during Dayan's lifetime - 
and ironically, it is this very trait 
which today is usually praised, some- 
times by those who were most viru- 
lent in criticizing him in the past. 

IT HAS already been said (Dr. N. 
Yanai, writing in Yedioth Aharonot) 
that “Dayan's life reads like die 
history of the Zionist epic in this 
country - future generations seeing 
in .him not only this epic's foremost 
personality after Ben-Gurion, but 
certainly die particular hero of its 
‘sons' generation.” 

Whether one accepts this view or 
not, Dayan certainly played an im- 
portant, often pivotal, cole in most 
political and military events affect- 
ing foe State of Israel during foe first 
decades of its existence. Israel’s bor- 
ders would not have been what they 
were even before foe Six Day War, 
bad it not been for some of Dayan’s 
battles during foe War of Independ- 
ence -and not less so because of his 
diplomatic acumen in dealing with

Trans-Jordan after foe war. He 
made a major contribution towards 
shaping Israel’s army as foe out- 
standing fighting force it is. There 
was his role as chief -of-staff of foe 
Sinai Campaign, which, perhaps for 
the first time, brought it home to the 
Arabs (and to others as well) that 
Israel was a military factor to be 
reckoned with. There is his central 
part in achieving foe results of the 
Six Day War and in moulding 
Israel’s liberal, and effective, policy 
towards the newly acquired “terri- 
tories” and their inhabitants. 

His part as minister of defence of 
the Yom Kippur War was, of course, 
much more controversial, and 
though we know now that Dayan 
had warned both foe cabinet and the 
general staff on several occasions 
during 1973 about foe imminence of 
a war with Egypt and Syria (he even 
pin-pointed, in one of those warn- 
ings, almost exactly foe time of year 
when this might happen), his part 
may remain controversial even after 
the government finally abandons its 
inexplicable position of withholding 
parts of foe Agranat Commission 
report. 

■ However, no war - especially not 
this one-should be judged arbitrari- 
ly, without relating it either to its 
origins, or to its outcome, and with 
regard to foe former, Alfred Ather- 
ton, former U.S. Assistant secretary 


of state, has recently suggested that 
the war might never have broken out 
had Golds Meir’s gpvernment fol- 
lowed foe proposal for an “interim 
Suez Agreement," “an idea 
originally conceived by Israel's im- 
aginative defence minister, Mbshe 
Dayan. The objective was to bring 
about a limited withdrawal of forces 
from the Canal, which would then be 
reopened for international ship- 
ping.” And as to the war's outcome, 
a good case can be made that foe 
military victory which Israel finally 
achieved, reversing Egypt's and 
Syria’s initial successes, with IDF 
troops finishing the war not far from 
foe gates of Cairo and Damascus, 
paved the way towards Sadat aban- 
doning the course of war and 
embarking oh his historic peace in- 
itiative. 

i rfll, some will say, with some 
ice. that Dayan's real failing in 
—section with foe Yom Kippur 
.War may have been thathe could not 
/bring himself to resign from the 

1 cabinet once his proposalin 1972 for 

Israel unilaterally to withdraw a few 
kilometres from the Suez Canal, had 
been rejected. But resigning is a 
complex matter, and, besides, by 
nature, Dayan wasn’t a “quitter”; 
what's more, if many criticized Day- 
an for not quitting Golda's govern- 
ment, others later censured him just 
. as fiercely for quitting Begin’s gov- 
ernment - and who is to say with 
• finality whether in either , or neither, 
of these cases he was right or wrong? 

MORE PERHAPS than any other 
Israeli leader of his day, Dayan iden- 
tified with foe “Land of Israel," not 
only as a geographical entity or poli- 
tical concept, but as “land" in foe 
most fundamental sense of foe word 
- its nature, its mountains and de- 
serts, its history, its people. Another 
historical figure, in another place 
(De Gaulle) had a similar love-affair 
with his country: he once wrote that 
he saw France as “the princess in foe 
fairy stories or foe Madonna in the 
Frescoes,” but while foe great 
Frenchman often bad a marked pre- 
ference for the land over foe people 
living in it, Dayan was smitten with 
both. 

His love, however, did not neces- 
sarily extend to foe political institu- 
tions governing foe country. Cer- 
tainly, rigid political conventions or 
strict party lines meant very little to 
him . He did not shrink from crossing 
these lines (like Churchill before 
him) when he thought that this could 
advance matters which he consi- 
dered more important - such as 
peace and the future of foe State of 
Israel. 

When Dayan accepted Menachem 
Begin’s offer to enter his govern- 
ment as foreign minis ter, both men 
were severely castigated for this by 
functionaries in their own parties; 
fortunately for Israel, neither re- 
lented. 

All this is history now, but it may 
well be that future generations will 
regard foe cooperation of this oddest 
of “odd couples" of Israeli politics - 
and especially foe results achieved 
by it as the only bright spot -in a 
generally dark political period. 

Dayan , anyway, was accorded an 
opportunity to play the major part in 
Israel reaching a peace agreement

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with its principal Arab neighbour, 
while at foe same time he tried to 
apply his imaginative, always prac- 
tical] ideas to securing both Israel's 
external frontiers and the co- 
existence of Jews and Arabs within 
those frontiers. 

When he told the Americans dur- 
ing one round of negotiations: “For 
us, 'autonomy' means a way for 
Jews and Arabs to live together (in 
the West Bank and Gaza) and not 
of how to kick us out" - he really was 
convinced that his formula was the 
correct way to reach a synthesis 
between dream and reality with re- 
gard to foe future of Israel and foe 
territories. 

OPPOSING the idea of territorial 
compromise just as much as that of 
annexing the territories to Israel - 
knowing full well that neither of 
these alms were practical or desir- 
able - he favoured a “functional" 
compromise under which Israel 
would continue to ensure and con- 
trol its security in the entire territory 
between the Jordan River and the 
Mediterranean Sea, and between its 
nothem borders down to foe old 
international border with Egypt. 

To quote him: “Jews should never 
again be made foreigners in any part 
of their land - but without acting as 
‘landlords' towards the Arab 
population or interfering in their 
daily fives.” 

When foe autonomy tapes got bog- 
ged down in details, he had another 
original idea: why not break the 
impa&e by Israel unilaterally dis- 
mantling most of its military govern- 
ment in the territories' (ejjse&ally 
its civilian aspects), and bring about 
a sort of de-facto autonomy? When 
this Idea was rejected by Begin, 
Dayan resigned, deeply dejected ab- 
out the lost opportunity and just as 


deeply worried about the future of 
the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty 

In this context it must be remem- 
bered chat. contrary to Begin and to 
Ezer Weizman (though the latter 
later changed his view), Dayan not 
only did not see the Isracl-Egyptian 
peace treaty as a separate agree- 
ment, but his outlook was also much 
more sober about it than that of hts 
colleagues in another respect: Im- 
portant as it was (and he considered . 
it extremely important - even mak- 
ing foe sacrifice of Yamit and the 
Sinai settlements worthwhile) - 
Sadat's pronouncement of "no more 
war" was not to be seen as a guaran- 
tee that never again, and under no 
circumstances, could there be 
another war between Israel and 
Egypt. 

The fact that Dayan was unable to 
continue his role in the peace pro- 
cess, and particularly that he was not 
permitted to try to implement his 
ideas with regard to Judea, Samaria 
and Gara, may well have been tragic 
- no less for Begin than for Dayan 
himself, but certainly for Israel. 

Now that the situation has 
changed again, and that we may 
soon see foe advent of new diploma- 
tic initiatives, Israel could do worse 
than remembering some of Moshe 
Dayan’s ideas. For, though a great / 
deal has happened since then and 1 
Dayan himself would probably be 
foe first to say. with typical pragmat- 
ism, that neither unilateral auton- 
omy or any other of his ideas should 
be considered as holy writ, no other 
solution seems to be* more practical 
evpn now - basic realities and cir- 
cunjstahces being what they arc. It 
coula well be, therefore, that four 
years alter his death, Dayan’s 
approach is as topical as it was then.

STANDING near a stall in Mahaneh 
Yehuda, I watched people pressing 
forward to give away their hard- 
earned money for those little red 
squishies - tomatoes for eating, and 
not for cooking, at foe “reasonable” 
price of IS 1,000 a kilo. I wondered 
where in foe world I was. Was this 
some surrealistic dream? Snapping 
back to reality, I recalled that this 
was Israel. Here, consumers are to 
be exploited and to be made a 
laughing stock of, because we will 
always come back for more. 

You’re being too hard on your 
fellow citizens, I said to myself. 
There has to be more to this “lust” 
for foe tomato than what meets foe 
eye. 

A Wasp or Ashkenazi plot, I 
thought. .They're always responsi- 
ble. The tomato, for centuries a wild 
fruit (vegetable) grown in South 
America, was a favourite of the Indi- 
ans living there. Explorers in the 
16th and 17th centuries 
brought samples back to Europe. No 
one would touch it - sure it was 
poisonous. The cautions Europeans 
let foe new world take foe big tomato 
plunge. 

Most encyclopedias and history 
books refer to Thomas Jefferson, 
American president, scientist and 
intellectual, as foe man responsible 
for foe proliferation of tomato eat- 
ing. Jefferson, however, does not 
take credit himself. Instead, he 
affords foe honour to a fellow Virgi- 
nian, Dr. John de Sequerya. 

The good doctor, from a Por- 
tugese Jewish family in London, 
grew up in foe Bevis Marks synago- 
gue and studied medicine in Hol- 
land. In 1745, he moved to Williams- 
burg, Virginia, where he practised 
for foe next half century until his 
death. 

WHY in foe world would an English 
Jewish physician living in Virginia 
push foe tomato7 According to Jef- 
ferson, Sequerya knew of its won- 
drous vitamin content and defused 
foe poison theory by eating them 
regularly. He gave all his patients 
samples from his own garden and 
never hesitated to encourage con- 
suming foe new food. So ft’s not the 
Wasp Jefferson we can blame, and 
it's not an Ashkenazi plot - it’s a 
Sephardi one. 

Still not satisfied, I turned to foe 
Hebrew word for tomato in search of 
another answer. “Love apple" was a 
nickname for foe tomato, coined by 
foe Indians and picked up by the 
explorers. This is reflected in foe 
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Hebrew word for foe tomato. In foe 
Book of Ezekiel the vab “qgav” - 
ayin, gjmd, bet, - is used frequently 
for lusting after women, after fore- 
ign deities and idols. The root was a 
natural for foe love apple, and so we 
have "agvama," the Hebrew toma- 
to. So foat’s it: this uncontrolled 
desire, at all costs, for foe tomato is 
sublimmaUy a sexual plot. 

Well, Sephardi, sexual or just 
good to eat, foe tomato has become 
foe bane of onr existence. Avrabam 
Even Shoshan states that foe most 
important use of foe “love apple" is 
being served fresh in salads. People 
buying those red squishies in foe 
market must never have read foe 
entry in his dictionary. They just let 
themselves be squeezed too far.
